it is claimed, 
merely to do a legal 
business in he state. 
T h e secretary 
l»1 state and attorney general say they 
are convinced that the 
constituent 
companies are doing an illegal busi 
ness in m e state in th at they are eon 
mu ted with a trust, and, w hether th* 
t oited S tates Steel corporation pays 
the tax or not. proceedings 
will be 
brought against the Ohio com panies 
under th** anti trust law. 
The state ct 
Ohio has no jurisdiction 
over

I tilted States Steel corporation, as a 
whole, and if the corporation's return 
to the secretary of sta te satisfies him

Flans have Just been completed for 
two of the largest irrigation projects, 
writes the New York Post's corre­ 
spondent from Phenix, A. T. A com­ 
pany of southern Arizona and Califor­ 
nia capitalists has filed a claim upon 
140,000 acres of desert government 
land In northern Yuma county on the 
Colorado river, aud with 40,000 acres 
purchased troru the Blythe estate they 
Intend to turn the vast tract into farm 
land aud put it under cultivation by 
turning upon it the waters of the Col­ 
orado. It is understood that $250,000 
will be paid for the Blythe land and 
that $1,000,000 will be spent on a stor­ 
age dam and cnr.sl system.

Flans have Just been completed for 
two of the largest irrigation projects, 
writes the New York Post's corre­ 
spondent from Phenix, A. T. A com­ 
pany of southern Arizona and Califor­ 
nia capitalists has filed a claim upon 
140,01)0 acres of desert government 
land in northern Yuma county on the 
Colorado river, aud with 40,000 acres 
purchased troru the Blythe estate they 
intend to turn the vast tract into farm 
land and put it under cultivation by 
turning upon it the waters of the Col­ 
orado. It is understood that $250,000 
will bt* paid for the Blythe land and 
that $1,000,000 will be spent on a stor­ 
age* dam and cnr.r.1 system. Los Ange­ 
les. Yuma and San Diego capital is in­ 
terested in the project. There is a proj­ 
ect also on foot which involves the 
pumping of water for a very large area 
of land cast of Phenix. 
A company 
which controls the canals that supply 
the eastern end of the Salt river valley 
with water is placing a leg electrical 
plant at .Joe head waters of the canals, 
where there is a fall of over 20 feet. 
Here they intend to develop power to 
raise water enough from half a hun­ 
dred wells to irrigate several thousand 
acres, as much land again as they caw 
now supply from their canals.
